Double sword: to get empty homes back into use and to 
claw back £60,000 lost in Government tax grants 


COUNCIL IN 
HOMES BID 


COUNCIL tax discounts in North 
Oxfordshire are to be scaled back in a 
bid to get hundreds of empty homes 
back into use. 

Cherwell District Council is set to join 
other county authorities in taking on new 
powers to remove or cut discounts. 

It is hoped the move will also claw back 
£60,000 needed to make up a cut in 
Government cash support. 

The change will cut the 100 per cent six- 
month discount on empty and unfurnished 
homes to 25 per cent, netting an estimated 
£52,457. 

Since April, some 14,241 exemptions 
have been granted for such properties, 
though these are often for short periods. 

The council also wants to axe the ten per 
cent discount on second homes, expected 
to save £3,785. Some 356 exemptions were 
given this year.

Uninhabitable homes would also get a 
50 per cent reduction for 12 months 
instead of 100 per cent, saving £4,625. 
There were 343 exemptions this year. 

Yet the council has said it will not take 
on a 150 per cent "premium" for homes 
empty longer than two years. 

Lead member for financial management 
Ken Atack said of empty homes: "It is 
wasteful in a society where we have got 
people without accommodation. 

"We are right to push ahead and 
encourage people to bring homes back into 
use." 

But a premium would be "over-zealous" 
he said. 

From April 1, councils will have to make 
their own arrangements for council tax 
benefit payments, but with ten per cent less 


Government cash. Cherwell said the 
£60,867 raised by changing exemptions 
would cover this. 

It would have the power to exclude some 
people from the benefit, but this would not 
happen this year. Next year's policy has not 
been set. 

Liberal Democrat group leader Tim 
Emptage said: "If that means people who 
have a second home have to pay a bit more, 
then so be it. I think that is entirely fair." 

The district has long been plagued by a 
lack of affordable homes and some 1,800 
people are on its waiting list. 

But it last year revealed there were 326 
empty homes in Banbury. Campaign group 
Homes From Empty Homes put this at 1,508 
in Cherwell. 

Labour group leader Patrick Cartledge was 
not available for comment. 

George Philip, a partner at Strutt & Parker 
estate agents in Banbury, said: "It is just 
another way of getting more tax in from the 
better off. 

"Of course it will encourage people to get 
homes back on the market to be let as 
quickly as possible and maybe make them a 
bit better organised." 

Yet landlords may put off home 
improvements to get properties on the 
market, he said. 

The council will be asked to approve the 
changes on Monday night.

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Ofsted inspection report tells school that it 'needs to improve' 


ST JOSEPH'S Primary School, in Fiennes 
Road, Banbury, is the latest county 
school to be told it needs to improve. 

The school was given the judgement in 
a recent Ofsted inspection. 

While behaviour and safety of pupils 
were deemed "good", all other areas 
were given the "requires improvement" 
rating. 

In the report, it said pupils' progress 
had varied widely in recent years, and 
had been slowed by frequent staff 


changes, while teaching was "good" or 
"better". 

The school was told the two acting 
deputy headteachers were leading the 
school effectively, supported by a 
"resilient and positive staff". 

The school has 203 pupils. 

• Hardwick and Arden Pre-school has 
been given a "good" Ofsted rating. 

The pre-school, based at Hardwick 
Community Centre, Banbury, has 46 
children, aged three to five. 


Inspectors said all children had made 
good progress and achieved well. 

• A residential special school, which 
provides an education for boys with 
autism, Asperger's syndrome and other 
learning difficulties, has been given an 
"outstanding" rating for its boarding 
provision. 

Swalcliffe Park School, Swalcliffe, 
provides education and care for up to 57 
boys, aged from 11 to 19, 33 of whom 
live at school during term-time. 


Ofsted inspector Clare Davies said 
children made excellent progress in all 
aspects of development, grew in 
confidence and attained skills in 
independence, to help prepare them for 
life after school. 

She said the residential provision was 
"extremely well-organised and managed" 
and described the school as ambitious, 
keen to embrace new initiatives and take 
action for the benefit of the youngsters in 
its care. 


Tragic parents plan event on birthday date of son, Finnley

A COUPLE will hold their 
third fundraising day to 
mark what would have been 
their son's third birthday. 

Gemma and Luke Froude will 
host the fun day on February 2, 
to raise funds in the memory of 
their baby, Finnley, who died 
aged just 18 weeks. 

The tiny tot was born was 
born 12 weeks premature at the 
neonatal intensive care unit at 
Oxford's John Radcliffe Hospital 
in February 2010.

"We enjoy fundraising while 
at the same time raising 
awareness of the Neonatal Unit 
at the JR hospital. 

"We also raise money in 
Finnley's memory. It is 
important because it keeps his 
memory alive and makes 
people aware of how amazing 
he was, and how amazing the 
unit, medical staff and SSNAP 
are."

HOSPITALS across Oxfordshire are 
failing to collect data on the number of 
people being screened for dementia. 

Their target is to check at least 90 per 
cent of emergency patients, aged 75 
and over, for the condition within 72 
hours of their admission to hospital. 

But at a meeting of the Oxford 
University Hospitals NHS Trust board, it 
was revealed that staff do not know if 


the target is being met. 

It was introduced by the Department 
of Health under its Commissioning for 
Quality and Innovation system. 

The trust now plans to put in place a 
new records system so it can monitor 
the target by the end of the 2013/14 
financial year. 

This will involve making sure 
electronic records are kept, introducing 


forms that require checks are 
completed, and improving training. 

At the board meeting, Professor Sir 
John Bell said it was "really central" that 
the checks were put in place. 

He said: "Everything that follows after 
you have seen a patient will be driven 
by whether a patient has dementia or 
not. 

"We need to have a system that 


screens everyone when they are 75 
years or over." 

The target is part of a framework 
which provides the trust with financial 
incentives for achieving certain 
standards. 

Out of 20 targets rated, using a 
traffic-light scoring system, dementia 
screening was red, five other targets 
were amber and the rest were green.

Bedblockers: Praise 
as winter crisis hits

STAFF in Oxfordshire 
hospitals have been praised 
for reducing the number of 
bedblockers during the 
busiest period of the year. 

Bedblockers are patients who 
are fit enough to be discharged 
but are stuck in hospital 
because the next phase of their 
care is not ready. 

Earlier this month, all 1,200 
main hospital beds across the 
county were full. 

Some non-emergency 
operations were also cancelled, 
with Oxfordshire's NHS services 
under severe strain from winter 
health problems such as 
respiratory illnesses, flu and 
pneumonia. 

Despite the "unprecedented" 
number of patients they had to 
deal with, the county's health 
workers have been thanked for 
the way they have worked 
together and reduced 
bedblockers. 

In March last year, the 


month's average bedblocking 
figure for the county was 191. 

This was reduced to 115 by 
July and the average figure for 
last month was 100, although 
this total still needs to be 
confirmed by the Department of 
Health. 

Trust bosses now aim to 
reduce the average figure to 76 
by the end of March, but due to 
current high demand for beds 
they fear they could miss their 
target. 

Paul Brennan, the trust's 
director of clinical services, said 
at the trust board meeting that 
he was not certain the target for 
bedblocking - known as 
delayed transfers of care - 
would be met. 

He said: "We have made 
positive steps. But can I 
positively say by March that it 
will be 76? Not with the level of 


activity coming through the 
doors. 

"Despite a difficult period 
over the last couple of months, 
staff from across Oxfordshire's 
health and social care 
organisations have made a 
positive contribution to the 
reduction of delayed transfers of 
care. 

"Thanks to the collaborative 
work of staff in Oxfordshire's 
acute hospitals, in community 
hospitals and social care teams, 
we have been able to reduce 
the number of patients who are 
waiting to leave either an acute 
or community hospital bed for 
the next stage of their care." 

In September 2011, Dr 
Stephen Richards, chief clinical 
officer at Oxfordshire Clinical 
Commissioning Group, said he 
was tackling the county's 
bedblocking crisis head-on. 


It was announced a new 
Acceptable Care for Everyone 
board would for the first time 
oversee a pooled budget, and 
top clinicians looked at how to 
simplify patients' journeys 
between health bodies. 

Following the latest figures, 
Dr Richards said: "I am 
encouraged by the drop in the 
number of patients staying too 
long in hospitals across 
Oxfordshire. It is a testament to 
the whole system working 
together. 

"Everyone from GPs to South 
Central Ambulance Trust teams, 
to staff from across health and 
social care services, have all 
played their part and worked 
more closely and efficiently." 

Oxford Health Foundation 
NHS Trust, which runs 
community hospitals, has a 
reablement team to ensure 
people who leave hospital are 
helped back to health and 
independent living.

■ Children's classic tops the lending league 

Revealed, most 
borrowed book

IT may be nearly 50 
years old, but a classic 
children's picture book 
is the most borrowed 
library item in 
Oxfordshire this 
year. 

Where the Wild Things 
Are was loaned out more 
this year than contempo¬ 
rary children's fiction like 
Harry Potter and all adult 
fiction. 

Children's literature 
dominated the list of the 
five most frequently bor¬ 
rowed items in the year up 
to last November. 

The statistics show that 
in the gadget-driven age 
children are still drawn to 
libraries. 

The five most issued 
items - from November 
26, 2011, to November 
25, 2012 - were: 

• Maurice Sendak, Where 
The Wild Things Are , 977 
issues. 


• Lee Child, The Affair, 
858. 

• Julia Donaldson, 
Gruffalo, 833. 

• P. D. James, Death 
comes to Pemberley, 834. 

• Martin Handford, 
Where's Wally? The 
Tantastic Journey, 823. 

The top book, published 
in 1963 was both written 
and illustrated by Maurice 
Sendak. It has sold over 19 
million copies worldwide. 

It was adapted into a 
feature film in 2009. 

Last year £172,178.26 
was collected in fines in 
Oxfordshire, which com¬ 
pares to £189,703.35 the 
year before. 

Oxfordshire County 
Council spokesman Martin 
Crabtree said: "The library 
service is largely free if 
you stick to the rules and 


offers access to an almost 
unrivalled stock of books, 
films, newspapers, maga¬ 
zines. We actually try to 
make it as easy as possible 
to avoid generating fines." 

A total of £49,327.74 
was outstanding as of 
November 27, for items 
not returned in the previ¬ 
ous six years. 

This compares to 
£83,535.78 outstanding for 
returned items in the six 
years before that. 

Mr Crabtree added: 
"Lines are there to encour¬ 
age people to return their 
books on time or renew 
them, they are not intend¬ 
ed as a way of making 
money. 

"People can now 
receive alerts and renew 
their books online when 
they are close to being due 


back. This is one reason 
why the amount of fines 
owed has reduced. 

"The amount collected 
outweighs the amount 
owed, so we are not losing 
money in that sense. 

"Although we are active¬ 
ly looking at improving the 
rate at which people pay 
what they owe." 

Borrowers who currently 
had accounts of £10 and 
over and were suspended 
from using the service 
totalled 9,564. 

The top 10 amounts 
owed ranged between 
£134.80 and £233. 

Other information 
revealed that as of 
November 27, there were 
1,545 items which were 
lost. But lost items are not 
necessarily items which 
have not been returned - 
they are items which can't 
be found from routine 
shelf checks.

Drugs man faces

A MAN aged 38 has been 
given a suspended sentence 
for possession of cocaine 
and cannabis. 

Iqbal Zahir, of West 
Street, Banbury, was 
handed a three-month 
suspended sentence on 
Lriday at Oxford Crown 
Court. 

The chef admitted 
possession of ten grams of 
cannabis, a Class-B drug, 
which was found in his 
wallet on April 27, 2011. 


He also confessed to 
possession of 38.8gm of 
extremely low purity 
cocaine, which is a Class-A 
drug. It was hidden in the 
boot of his car. 

He was given a one- 
month suspended sentence 
for the cannabis offence and 
a three-month sentence for 
having the cocaine - to run 
concurrently. 

He was also given a 
supervision order for 12 
months.

go missing, by creating a 
network of Good 
Samaritans to help with a 
search. 

The project, believed to 
be first of its kind, was 
developed in Oxfordshire 
by Neighbourhood Watch, 
health and police bosses 
thanks to a £191,000 
National Lottery grant. 

Now after a six-week 
trial period, organisers say 
it is time for the project to 
go live. They are calling 
on people from every 
corner of the county to 
sign up. 

The system uses a 
database on which carers 
can register a person's 
details, location, 
appearance and a photo. 


If someone is found to 
have gone missing, their 
information can instantly 
be texted to all the 
volunteers with a mile of 
their last location, giving 
them the option to take 
part in a search. 

It was devised with the 
help of local man Roger 
Stammers, whose wife, 
Isobel, began to wander 
off after the onset of 
Alzheimer's in 2004. 

He said: "I wish this 
scheme had existed when 
my wife was wandering. 
She went missing on a 
number of occasions. It 
worried me so much. 

"Trying to find her on 
my own was really 
difficult and stressful." 


Deborah Ginns, the 
Neighbourhood Watch 
manager who runs the 
project, said all volunteers 
needed was a mobile 
phone. 

She said: "We are 
appealing to everyone 
everywhere in Oxfordshire 
to sign up, no matter how 
little time they think they 
may have. 

"We know that 
everyone is very busy, but 
the commitment is very 
small. You may never get 
a call, but if you do and 
you are free you might 
just help to save 
someone's life."

278 are 
arrested 
in festive 
campaign 

A BANBURY man has been 
charged with recording the 
highest drink-drive reading dur¬ 
ing a festive clampdown by 
police. 

Thames Valley Police arrested 
278 drivers in December for 
drink-driving compared to 299 
in the same month in 2011. 

About six per cent of drivers 
tested were at least three times 
over the limit. 

A total of 74 were arrested in 
Oxfordshire - including 19 in 
Cherwell. 

Marcin Leja, of Rye Close, 
Banbury, was due to appear at 
Banbury Magistrates' Court yes¬ 
terday, accused of having 
168mg of alcohol in 100ml of 
breath, above the legal limit of 
35mg. 

The 33-year-old was arrested 
on December 12 at 11.30pm. 

A/Supt Henry Parsons, head 
of Road Policing for Thames 
Valley and Hampshire, said: 
"It's really encouraging that we 
have seen a decrease in the 
number of people arrested for 
drink driving this year.

A BANBURY thug who hit a man in 
the face with an axe handle has 
started a seven-year prison sentence. 

Barrie Potts, 27, struck Paul 
Williams, then 44, twice with the 
wooden handle of a pickaxe while his 
victim sat on his bed in his Gatteridge 
Street flat. 

Potts, of 

Marlborough Road, 

Banbury, was 
convicted of causing 
grievous bodily harm 
with intent by a jury 
after a two-day trial at 
Oxford Crown Court. 

He had denied the 
August 2 crime at an 
earlier hearing in 
October. 

Ahead of the 
sentencing, Kenneth 
Green, defending, 
said to the judge: "He is still 27. I'd 
like to think there is still some future 
for Barrie Potts. 

"I would ask you to pass a sentence 
that does not really crush him. At 27 
he still has a lot of life left to look 
forward to." 

Potts had previous convictions for 
two common assaults, the court 


heard. And Judge Patrick Eccles, 
sentencing, said to him: "You inflicted 
two blows to Mr Williams' face with a 
wooden pickaxe handle. 

"He was in his own home at the 
time. He was sitting on his bed. He 
was defenceless and he had no reason 
to expect any attack 
at all, let alone one 
of this severity." 

He said Potts' 
victim still suffered 
physical and 
psychological 
difficulties from the 
injuries. 

He added: "There 
was no explanation 
for what happened. 
There is no remorse. 

"I accept it was not 
a planned offence. It 
was an explosion of 
anger for some reason." 

Potts was given a six-and-a-half- 
year jail term for the attack and six 
months for breaching a suspended 
sentence order. 

Speaking after the hearing, 
prosecutor Jonathan Stone said Potts 
had struck Mr Williams while they 
were playing a drinking game.

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County councillors meet for 11 hours to thrash out budget cuts of £46m 


The big civic cuts debate 


SAVINGS totalling £46m were 
scrutinised as councillors came 
together for meetings spanning 11 
hours last Thursday. 

Five scrutiny committees met back-to- 
back at County Hall to go over the 
council's financial plan for the next four 
years. 

The extra savings were announced 
after central Government slashed the 
council's share of business rates by 12 
per cent. 

They will be made on top of £119m 
of savings the council committed to in 
2011. 

The largest chunk of the £46m of extra 
savings will come from the adult social 
care budget, a total of £18.5m. 

Councillors and officers agreed 
preventative measures to keep older 
people out of costly care homes was a 
good way of saving money. 

Liberal Democrat spokesman on adult 
services, Jenny Hannaby, said: "I think 
preventative measures is something we 
should be looking at very hard. 

"Falls prevention is one example. I 
believe we used to have people going 
around to day centres to talk about 
preventing falls." 

Council social and community 
services director John Jackson said the 
council was already using personal 
budgets to give people more choice 
when it comes to their care. 

He said: "The reality is if we live long 
enough we will need care. This is an

issue we all have an interest in unless 
we want an early death." 

He said the council was dealing with 
"significant" pressures, adding that 
referrals to the council from hospitals 
had gone up by 26 per cent and the 


number of assessments for care had 
gone up by 36 per cent in the past year. 

He said: "The reality is we're an 
ageing population. We've seen a 
significant increase in demand." 

He insisted the savings of £18.5m 
were "efficiencies" and added that an 
additional £4.3m of external funding 
was being introduced to the budget. 


Labour's Gill Sanders added: 
"Investment in early intervention can 
save an awful lot of money in the long 
run." 

The area stewardship fund, a pot of 
cash divided between councillors for 
local highways works, is to be cut to 
save £1.09m. 

Council leader Ian Hudspeth said 
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road maintenance schemes would still 
be carried out where needed and local 
people would still get a say. He said: "I 
found the area stewardship fund 
brilliant. I like it, but there have been 
some councillors who haven't been 
able to spend it in their areas. 

"By doing it this way, we are actually 
re-profiling it so there's much more 
emphasis on maintenance." 

An £80,000 saving in the fire service 
was also discussed. 

The council expects to save £30,000 
through reduced callouts for retained 
firefighters and £50,000 through a 
pensions loophole. 

Lib Dem councillor John Goddard 
said he was pleased the library budget 
had emerged unscathed. 

Last December, the council 
announced a plan to staff 21 of its 
libraries with the help of volunteers. 

It came after a controversial plan to 
close some of them, to cut costs as part 
of the 2011 budget, was scrapped after 
public uproar. 

He said: "I think it's sensible and good 
of the administration to keep the library 
budget as it was and there are no nasty 
shocks there either." 

In the final meeting of the day, £5.9m 
of savings under the "strategy and 
partnerships" heading were discussed. 

Savings included the removal of the 
"change fund", a pot of money set aside 
for rainy days if further cuts were 
suddenly needed.

Ugandan link 
to be re-forged 


AN Oxfordshire school has 
won funding to take part in 
an initiative bringing 
together teachers from both 
sides of the globe. 

In 2005, Sibford School, in 
Sibford Ferris, won funding from 
the British Council to take part in 
a twinning programme with the 
Mbarara Preparatory School in 
Western Uganda. 

But after five years, numerous 
exchanges between teachers from 
both schools, and a visit from 
Sixth Form pupils in Banbury to 
the Ugandan school, the funding 
was no longer available. 

The two schools remained in 
touch and now Sibford School 
has been awarded an annual 
grant of £1,500 to help further 
their links, as part of the new 
Connecting Classrooms initiative 
- a UK Government and British 
Council education programme 
aimed at linking schools around 
the world. 

Sibford teacher Edward 
Ross iter, who was one of three 
teachers who visited Uganda 
with sixth form pupils in 2010, 
said: "It is a fantastic opportunity

to share teaching practices. 

"It's easy to think we are in the 
developed world and we have 
got these things sorted out. But 
when you see the quality of 
education and learning, it is eye¬ 
opening - given the shortage of 
resources. 

"There's an opportunity for 
staff to learn from Ugandan 
teachers and it is a similar 
opportunity for them to learn 
from us." 

While the funding for the 
three-year project is just for 
teacher exchanges, the school 
hopes to hold another pupil 
exchange, possibly in 2014 or 
2015. And for this, the pupils will 
need to raise the cash 
themselves, as they did for the 
visit in 2010. 

Pupils have also raised money 
for two charities working in 
Western Uganda - ReTrak, which 
works with homeless children, 
and Sanyu Babies' Home. 

The teachers took learning and 
teaching resources with them to 


share with the Ugandan children. 

Pupils from both schools 
became penpals, a scheme which 
Sibford hopes to resurrect, and 
joined together in an art project. 

Mbarara Preparatory School is, 
like Sibford, a fee-paying school, 
although parents pay a tiny 
nominal sum compared with 
their British counterparts. 

For the new scheme, the 
school will also work with the 
Mbarara Municipal School, a 
Government-funded school, with 
more than 3,000 pupils and class 
sizes of around 90 children. 

International Development 
Secretary Justine Greening said: 

"I want every child growing up in 
Britain today to be able to learn 
about the world around there¬ 
about what life is like for 
children in other countries, and 
about the potential of trade and 
economic development to build 
a freer, fairer, more prosperous 
world. 

"I am pleased that Sibford 
School is taking on this excellent 
opportunity to link with schools 
in other parts of our world." 

The school is one of 5,634 in 
the UK and overseas taking part.

More police to use Tasers 



THE number of police 
officers armed with 
Tasers will more than 
double. 

Twice as many officers 
are to be equipped with 
the 50,000 volt electric- 
shock guns this year. 

Chief Constable Sara 
Thornton asked a working 
group to review Thames 
Valley Police's use of the 
weapon last year after 
attacks on 
ice rose 


from about 1 60 five years 
ago, to more than 200 
between April 2011 and 
March 2012. 

Currently 205 firearms 
officers, five per cent of 
the 4,200-strong force, 
are trained to use the 
laser-sighted weapons. 
Now 280 front-line 
response officers will be 
trained and equipped 
between April and 
October, 


meaning 11 per cent of 
the force will have Tasers. 

The news has led to 
speculation that every 
police officer in the 
Thames Valley could 
eventually be armed with 
Tasers. 

Andy Viney, secretary 
of Thames Valley Police 
Federation, said it was 
"inevitable" the weapon 
would be given to every 
officer in the force. 

He said batons caused 
more serious and lasting 
injuries, adding: "There is 
a false perception 

because of the 
shape of 
the Taser is 
like a gun. 
It looks 


more 

dangerous 
than it is. 
Eventually it 
will be a 
piece of kit for 
every officer. 
I think it's 
inevitable." 

He said 
officers 
would have 
extensive 
training and

would be accountable for 
every use of the Taser. 

The force started using 
the stun-guns in 2004. 
There are now 1 70 
available to officers, this 
will increase to 270. 

The use of Tasers - 
short for Thomas A Swift's 
electric rifle - was 
authorised 833 times by 
the force between April 
2011 to March 2012 but 
they were only fired 13 
times. They were 
deployed for 393 
incidents involving 
weapons, 121 threats of 
self-harm or suicide, and 
107 domestic incidents. 

The use of Tasers was 
approved 704 times in 
2009/10 but they were 
only fired 12 times. 

Ms Thornton said the 
Tasers would not be used 
more than necessary. 

She said: "The increase 
in the number of Taser- 
trained officers will 
provide further protection 
to the communities and 
officers across Thames 
Valley Police, as well as 
providing more officers 
with the ability to deal 
with those individuals 


who are prepared to use 
severe levels of violence 
against others. 

"Officers will be 
specially selected and 
trained for this role and I 
am satisfied that the 
continued use of the Taser 
device across the force 
area will only be 
considered in those cases 
where it is necessary and 
proportionate to the 
behaviour the officers 
encounter." 

When asked whether 
all officers could be given 
the guns, she said: "As 
Chief Constable I have a 
responsibility to ensure 
that my officers are 
equipped to do the 
difficult job I ask of them. 

"It is right that we have 
increased the availability 
of Tasers in line with 
other forces and we will 
keep our approach under 
review." 

Supt Tony Ismay, head 
of tactical support, said in 
the average police force, 
just under 11.5 per cent 
of officers had Tasers.

"Her hearing was really 
muffled but as soon as she 
had the operation it 
improved overnight. 

"She could hear things 
like the birds singing, 
which she never had 
before. 

"It was a struggle for her 
but we are so grateful she 
could hear before she 
started school - so she 
wasn't hindered too much.

Town's knitting 
mystery is just 
a great yam... 



IT'S the American craze which 
has taken over Chipping Norton 
- and many of the townsfolk 
still don't know who's behind it. 

Knitted designs have been 
appearing across the town, 
brightening up even the dullest 
lamppost or railing. 

But rather than consider it to be a 
nuisance, many in Chipping Norton 
have become proud of their local 
so-called "yarn bomber". 

Yarn bombing - also known as 
guerrilla knitting - is a street art 
which involves decorating a public 
space with patterns made from 
knitted or crocheted yarn. 

The movement began in 2005 in 
Texas and has since spread around 
the USA and to London, where 
there is a yarn bombing community. 

Chipping Norton-based artist Liz 
Teal I said: "It's wonderful. Every 
event is marked out with her 
decorations and we always look out 
for them. I don't know who she is 
but it is lovely that she does this. 
One or two people do know but 
they are keeping tightlipped." 

For the past few years the yarn 
bomber has been marking 
significant dates or events within 
Chipping Norton's life with

appropriate yarn decorations. This 
means Armistice Day is marked with 
woollen poppies littered around the 
town, festive designs are fixed to the 
railings around Christmas and bright 
orange pumpkins are attached to the 
lampposts at Halloween. 

Not much is known about the 
town's yarn bomber other than she 
is female and understood to be in 
her 60s. 

One person who claims to know 
the identity of the yarn bomber is 
Claire Jarvis, who runs the town's 
wool shop The Fibreworks, but she 
would not reveal any names. 

She said: "I think it is great that 
she decorates the town in this 
fashion. We are really lucky to have 
her. 

"The perception of knitting has 
changed a lot in recent years and it 
doesn't have the same elderly image 
that people used to think it had." 

West Oxfordshire District Council 
spokesman Carys Davies said: "We 
understand the knitted yarns are 
popular and enjoyed by local 
people and visitors. We've had no 
requests to clear them up."

CARDS EXCEPTEDy 
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Rail safety defended

NETWORK Rail has defended its 
level crossing safety record in the 
wake of a fatal incident in 
Oxfordshire. 

Thomas Pizzey, 85, from Banbury, 
was killed on the Sandy Lane line 
between Yarn ton and Kidlington when 
a Freightliner train struck a car he was 
travelling in. 

This week British Transport Police 
were still speaking to witnesses in an 
attempt to discover how the car came 
to be on the line at the time of 
impact. 

People in the village have said the 
half barrier at the crossing was often 
stuck down, and some drivers had 
tried to drive around it to get across 
the line. 

Calls have now been made to install 
a full barrier - to stop drivers risking 
their lives by ignoring the barriers. 

Police confirmed that in November 
Kidlington officers turned traffic away 
from the crossing when the barrier 
was stuck down but Network Rail 
stated there was no recorded fault. 

In December, British Transport 
Police used a purpose-built camera 
van to keep a close eye on other 
crossings where drivers and 
pedestrians were known to chance 
beating the warning signals and

barriers, and collated video evidence 
for prosecutions. 

Proposals by the police to move the 
camera van to Sandy Lane have not 
yet materialised. 

Spokesman Emma Wiggins said: 
"There is no schedule as to where the 
enforcement vans go. They are seen 
as a deterrent more than anything, 
just for us to keep an eye on things 
rather than target particular areas." 

Network Rail spokesman Kate 
Snowden said that since April 2009 
there were three recorded incidents of 
misuse at the Sandy Lane crossing - 
drivers attempting to beat the closing 
barrier. There were two near misses. 

At the nearby Yarnton level crossing 
the figures were exactly the same. 

On Landford Lane, between 
Bicester Town and Islip, there was a 
single instance of misuse since 2009, 
and on the Oddington crossing 
between Bicester Town and Islip, 
there was one instance. 

At the Tackley level crossing there 
were five incidents of misuse and four 
near misses. 

She said: "As you can see, the 


recorded numbers of misuse and near 
misses are all low. 

"Each crossing is individual and we 
risk-assess them. 

"Wherever the railway meets the 
road, there is a risk. It is our job to 
reduce that risk as much as possible, 
and to do this we look at a number of 
factors: the speed and frequency of 
trains, the sighting available." 

Yarnton Parish Council chairman 
Michael Gibbard said: "I believe the 
safety record of the crossing is 
excellent. It handles something like 
4,000 vehicle movements and there 
are rarely any problems. 

"It has been the case that the barrier 
has stuck down, but rather that than it 
stay up. 

"If Network Rail were to look at 
changing anything, I think that they 
should install a full barrier, rather 
than a half barrier - to stop cars from 
attempting to zig-zag through." 

A full barrier requires CCTV 
monitoring and operation of the 
barriers from a signalbox. Network 
Rail said it had no plans to change 
the Sandy Lane crossing.

T om Hooper, Oscar-winning 
director of The King's Speech , 
dreamed a dream of 
immortalising Claude-Michel 
Schonberg and Alain Boublil's 
powerhouse musical without the 
conventional safety net of lip- 
synching. 

That audacious gamble - asking 
the actors to sing live in every take 
- pays off handsomely, teasing out 
the heartbreaking emotion in an 
adaptation of a stage show which 
has become a global phenomenon. 

The London production of Les 
Miserables , which opened in 1985 
to lukewarm reviews, is the longest- 
running musical in West End 
history. 

Hooper's terrific film embraces 
the Schonberg and Boublil 
songbook with bold directorial 
flourishes and tour-de-force 
performances, including a cri de 
coeur from Anne Hathaway that 
virtually guarantees her the Oscar 
next month. 

Hugh Jackman also richly 
deserves a nomination for his 
fearless portrayal of a convict, 
which required the Australian actor 
to shed 30 pounds to convincingly 
portray his emaciated hero. 

The film begins with a thrilling 
overture in a dockyard where 
Valjean (Jackman) and his fellow 
prisoners haul a ship out of the 


frothing water under the watchful 
eye of Inspector Javert (Russell 
Crowe). 

Valjean is granted parole and 
leaves behind his tormentor but 
cannot secure employment because 
of his shameful past. 

Only the kindness of a bishop 
saves him from starvation. 

Eight years later, Valjean has 
reinvented himself as a revered 
factory owner in Montreuil-sur-Mer, 
where one of his workers, Fantine 
(Hathaway), is cruelly cast out when 
the foreman learns she has an 
illegitimate daughter, Cosette 
(Isabelle Allen). 

Determined to raise the money to 
keep her child under the roof of 
villainous Thenardier (Sacha Baron 
Cohen) and his wife (Helena 
Bonham Carter), Fantine sells her 
hair and then her body as she sobs / 
Dreamed A Dream. 

Valjean discovers Fantine close to 
death and agrees to raise Cosette as 
his own. 

So the story moves on a further 
nine years with revolutionary 
fervour sloshing through the grimy 
streets of Paris, inflamed by students 
Enjolras (Aaron Tveit) and Marius 
(Eddie Redmayne). 

The latter falls under the spell of 
Cosette (now played by Amanda 
Seyfried), unaware thatThenardier's 
daughter, Eponine (Samantha 
Barks), adores him from afar... 

Les Miserables is a towering 
achievement in front of and behind 
the camera. 

With the benefit of live singing, 
Hooper doesn't have to photograph 
set pieces from afar, capturing the 
political turmoil as actors sing their 
hearts out in lip-quivering close-up.
